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In a Hadeeth of Abu Zarr", from the Prophets*™: ‘Four from the Prophets®* were Assyrian — 


Adam®*, and Shees?*’, and Idrees?’, and Noah?, and that Allah? the Exalted Revealed unto 
Shees?s, five hundred Parchments’’.?°°

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‘Abu Abdullah#*“s was asked about the beginning of the lineage from Adam*s, ‘How did it 
happen? And about the beginning of the lineage from the offspring of Adam*” — and 
continued the Hadeeth up to the end of what we referred to in the chapter of marriage of 
Adam*, then said: 
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‘Adam*> did not remain after that except for a little while until he®* fell sick. So, he** called 
Shees*s and said: ‘O my*> son*’! My?> term has presented and |?° am sick, and my?> Lord?™ 
has Revealed from His?™ Authority what you?’ have seen, and has Pacted to me®s regarding 
what He?™ has Pacted that I? should make you®> my** successor®> and treasurer of what is 
deposited with me, and this is a letter of the bequest under my** head, and in it is the 
effects of the knowledge and the Greatest Name of Allah?™, 
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When I* die, then take the Parchment, and beware of notifying upon anyone, and that you*® 
should look into it during the like of this day next year which will be coming to you*’, and 
therein is the entirety of what you*s will be needy to from the matters of your’ Religion and 
your®s world’. And Adam** had descended with the Parchment in which was the bequest 
from the Paradise. 
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Then Adam*> said to Shees**: ‘O my? son®’! |?° have become desirous to a fruit from the 
fruits of the Paradise, so ascend to Mount Al-Hadeed and look at one the Angels who meets 
you*s, convey to him the greetings from me** and say to him: ‘My?> father®s is sick and he?s 
wants you to gift him** from the fruits of the Paradise’. 
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Hess said: ‘He*s went until he®> climbed to the mountain, and there was Jibraeel*® among a 
tribe from the Angels. Jibraeel*s initiated him®* with the greetings, then said: ‘To where, O 
Shees?5?’ Shees*s said to him: ‘And who are you®s, O servant of Allah??™!?’ Hes said:’ 75 am 
the Trustworthy Spirit Jibraeel*”. 
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He* said: ‘My** father®s is sick and has sent me* to you’, and he** conveys the greetings to 
you all and asking you to gift him*s from the fruits of the Paradise’. 
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Jibraeel*> said to him**: ‘And the greetings be upon your®’ father**, O Shees**! But, he** has 
passed away, and rather we descended for his?> matter. May Allah? Magnify your?’ 
Recompense upon your® calamity regarding him*’, and Be excellent upon the condolence 
from Him? on your®> patience, and Comfort from you?’ in the greatness of your?s 
loneliness. Return!’ 
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He*> returned with them, and was with them during all what was corrected with him*s the 
matter of Adam*’. They had come with it from the Paradise. When they came to Adam*, the 
first of what Shees®* did was that he®* took a parchment of the bequest from beneath the 
head of Adam* and fastened it upon his* belly. 
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Jibraeel*s said: ‘Who is like you’, O Shees* (and) Allah?™ has Given you®s the cheerfulness 


of His?™ Prestige and Clothed you* the clothing of His?™ well-being? By my? life! Allah@™ 
has Specialised you*® with a majestic matter from Him?™™’. 
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Then Jibraeel#S and Shees*® both took to washing him*s, and Jibraeel*® showed him#> how to 
wash him®> until he** was face. Then he** showed him?s and embalmed him®’ until he was 
free. Then he®> showed him?*> to dig (grave) for him’. Then Jibraeel*> grabbed a hand of 
Shees*$ and stood him** for the Salat upon him? just as we tend to stand today’. 
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Then he®s said: ‘Exclaim Takbeers upon your?’ father, seventy Takbeers’, and he* taught 
him? how he** should do so. Then Jibraeel** ordered the Angels that they should form rows 
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standing behind Shees®** just as (people) form rows today behind the one praying upon the 
deceased. 
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Shees*® said: ‘O Jibraeel*®! You®> straightened this for me? although you® are from Allah?™ 
with the rank which you** are, and with you** are the great Angels?’ Jibraeel** said: ‘O 
Shees*‘! Do you? not know that when Allah? the Exalted Created your*® father®*, Paused 
him?> between the Angels and Commanded with the Sajdah to him**, and he* was in front of 
us for that to become a Sunnah among his® offspring, and he** has expired today, and you*® 
are his** successor*’, and inheritor of his** knowledge, and you** are standing in his®* place. 
So, how can we lead you** and you** are our Imam? So, pray Salat with them upon him*: just 
as I*5 instruct him”. 
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Then he*s showed him?* how to bury him’. When hes was free from burying him*’, and 
Jibraeel*® went away with the ones who were with him*> to ascend from where they had 
come, Shees?*S cried and called out: ‘O loneliness!’ Jibraeel®S said to him?*: ‘There is no 
loneliness upon you*® with Allah? the Exalted, O Shees?‘! But we will be descending unto 
you?s by the Command of your?’ Lord? and He? will Comfort you’, therefore do not 
grieve and keep your thoughts with your?’ Lord? to be good, for He?™ is Kind with you?s 
and Compassionate upon you”. 
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Then Jibraeel?® and the ones with him®’ ascended, and Qabeel!? descended from the 
mountain, and he’ had been upon the mountain having had fled from his father?’ Adam?5 
in the days of his* lifetime, not being able upon looking at him**. 
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He’? met Shees* and he! said, ‘O Shees**! | rather killed Habeel?’ my'? brother’, because 
his*® offering was Accepted and my’ offering was not Accepted, and |’? feared that you?* 
would become with the position which you** come to be in today, and you** have become 
where I" dislike it, and if you®> speak with anything from what my! father?> pacted to you? 
with it, I? will kill you?’ just as I killed my'? brother?®”’. 
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Zurara said, ‘Then Abu Abdullah*™* said by hiss“ hand to his*“5 mouth and withheld it to 
teach us, ‘Yes, this is how IS keep silent, therefore do not cast yourselves into destruction 
with your own hands, or community of our*“S Shias, for you will be enabling your enemies 
from your necks, and you will become slaves of theirs after you have been their lords and 
their chiefs, for in the Tagiyyah (dissimulation) from them there is a cloak for you from what 
would have become in it from the scandals due to their openly wicked deeds of theirs, and 
what they would be seeing from you from your keeping away from the Prohibitions and 
your walking away from drinking the evil and the disobediences, and your frequenting the 
Hajj and the Salat, and your neglecting their speeches” 3° 
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‘From Ali*“s Bin Al-Husayn#*“s having said: ‘When a son of Adam* killed his brother, the evil 
of the two killed the good of the two, Allah?™ Granted a son to Adam**. He?s named him?s as 
‘Hibtullah’ and he’ was his®* successor®s. 
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When his** expiry presented to Adam?*, he®> said: ‘O Hibtullah#5!’ He®> said: ‘At your?s 
service’. He®* said: ‘Go to Jibraeel*s and say: ‘My** father#> Adam** conveys the greetings to 
yous and want you®* to feed him** from the food of the Paradise, and he®*s is desirous to 
that’. 
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Hibtullah®s went and met Jibraeel** and delivered to him*s what his** father®s had sent him?s 
with. Jibraeel?> said to him: ‘May Allah?” Mercy your?’ father®”. So, Hibtullah?® returned 
and Allah? the Exalted had already Caused Adam? to pass away. Hibtullah?® went out and 
prayed Salat upon him*, and exclaimed seventy-five Takbeers upon him’, seventy for 
Adam* and five for his*> children from after him?®’.3°2 
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‘From Al-Sadig?*“s having said: ‘Allah? Revealed to Adam?: “Qabeel’® is an enemy of 
Allah? (and) killed his'? brother?’, and |? shall Give you? a boy as posterity from him?s 
becoming your*> Caliph and inherit your*> knowledge and become a knowledgeable one of 
the earth and its spiritualist after you*®”. 
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And he? is the one who is called in the Book as ‘Shees’, and named him?> Abu Muhammad 
Hibtullah®s, and it is his?* name in Arabic, and Adam** had given the glad tidings of Noah*s 
and said, ‘There will be coming a Prophets from after me*, his*S name is Noah’, so the ones 
from you who see him** then let him greet him?®s, for his? people would be destroyed by the 
drowning except the ones who believe in him*, and ratify him®> regarding what he®S says to 
them and what hes had been Commanded with’’.?°? 
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‘From Abu Ja’far** having said: ‘When Adam* learnt of the murder of Habeel*’, there was 
alarm upon him?S, a severe alarm, and he®* complained of that to Allah?™ the Exalted. So, 
Allah? the Exalted Revealed to him?s: “Il? shall Grant to you®> a male who will become a 
replacement from Habeel**”. Hawwa? gave birth to him, and when it was the seventh day, 
Adam** named him®* as ‘Shees’. 
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Then Allah? the Exalted Revealed to him**: “O Adam**! This boy is a Gift (Hibt) from Me?™ 
to you*’, therefore name him*> as ‘Hibtullah’”. So, Adam®* named him?*> with it. When the 
time of the expiry of Adam?* came, Allah? the Exalted Revealed to him: “I?™ shall be 
Causing you®s to die, therefore bequest to the best of your’ sons and he*s is My?“ Gift 
which |? had Gifted to you®’. Bequest to him?’ and submit to him?’ what |? Taught you?s 
of the names, for |? Love not to keep the earth empty from a knowledgeable one who 
knows My? Knowledge and judges by My?™ Judgments. |? shall Make him? a Divine 
Authority for Me?“ upon My?™ creatures”. 
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Adam* gathered all his** children, from the men and the women, then said to them: ‘O my*s 
children! Allah?™ the Exalted has Revealed to me** that |?° am about to pass away, and 
Commanded me* that |** bequeath to the best of my*’ children, and he* is Hibtullah**, and 
that Allah?™ Chose him*> for mes and for you all after me’. Therefore, listen to him?s, and 
obey his** orders for he®s is my#5 successor®> and my** Caliph upon you all’. 
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They all said, ‘We will listen to him?’ and obey his*> orders and will not oppose him?*”’. 
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Hes said: ‘And Adam** ordered for a box, then made to be in it, his** knowledge, and the 
names, and the bequest, then handed it over to Hibtullah®* and said to him*s: ‘When |*° pass 
away, O Hibtullah**, then wash me*® and enshroud me* and pray Salat upon me®** and enter 
me*s into my* grave, and when your*® expiry presents to you** and you®* sense that from 
yourself@s, then seek the best of your®> children and the most frequent of them in 
accompaniment, and their superior, bequeath to him with what I*5 am bequeathing to you* 
with, and do not leave the earth without a knowledgeable one from us*5, the People of the 
Household. 
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O my?’ son?’! Allah? the Exalted Sent me?s down to the earth and made me? a Caliph in it 
and a Divine Authority of His? upon His?™ creatures, and Made you?’ a Divine Authority of 
Allah? in His? earth from after me’, therefore do not exit from the world until you?* 
make a Divine Authority for Allah?™ upon His?™ creatures and a successor®> from after 
you**, and submit to him** the box and whatever was in it just as it has been submitted to 
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you*’ and let him know that a man would be coming from my* offspring, his name is Noah**. 
The flood and the drowning will occur during his** Prophet-hood. 
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Bequeath to your®® successor that he preserves the box and whatever is in it, and when his 


death presents to him, he should bequeath to the best of his sons** and let every successors 
place his** bequest in the box and let them bequeath that to each other. 
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So, the one from you who comes across the Prophet-hood of Noah**, then let him sail with 
him?s, and let him carry the box and whatever is in it to his** ship, and not leave it behind it 
to anyone, and be cautious, O Hibtullah, and you all my? children, of the Accursed Qabeel'”. 
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When it was the day which Allah? had Informed him?> that he®> would be passing away in, 
Adam* prepared for the death, and he* acquiesced with it. The Angel of death descended 
and Adam* said: ‘l?> testify that there is no god except Allah?” Alone, there being no 
associates for Him?™!, and |?° testify that I?> am a servant of Allah?™, and His?™ Caliph in 
His?) earth. 
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He?“ Began me? by His?™ Favour, and His?™ Angels did Sajdah to me’, and Taught me?s 
the names, all of them, then Settled me?’ in His?™ Garden, and did not Make it for me* a 
house of tranquillity nor a house of settlement. But rather He?™ Created me* to settle in 
the earth which He?™ had Wanted from the Pre-determination and the Management’. 
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And Jibraeel*® had descended with the shroud of Adam*> from the Paradise, and the 
embalmment and the shovel was with him?”’. 
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He*”S said: ‘And seventy thousand Angels descended along with Jibraeel** to attend the 
funeral of Adam*s. Hibtullah?® and Jibraeel?® washed him?’, and enshrouded him*’, and 
embalmed him?’, then Jibraeel*> said to Hibtullah®s: ‘Proceed and pray Salat upon your?s 
father*s, and exclaim seventy-five Takbeers upon him’. Then the Angels dug a grave, then 
entered him** into his** grave. 
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Hibtullah?S stood among the children of his®® fathers in obedience to Allah?™ the Exalted. 
When his** expiry presented to him*’, he** bequeathed to his** son** Canaan, and submitted 
the box to him**. Canaan** stood among his** brethren and the children of his** father®s in 
obedience to Allah? the Exalted and Holy. 
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When the expiry presented to him*’, he** bequeathed to his** son** Yard**, and submitted 
the box to him** along with the entirety of what was in it, and proceeded to him* (news) 
regarding the Prophet-hood of Noah**. When the expiry presented to Yard*, he*s 


bequeathed to his** son** Akhnoukh*, and he®s is Idrees**, and submitted the box to him*s 
along with the entirety of what was in it, and the bequest. 
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Akhnoukh® stood with it. When his?S term approached, Allah?™ Revealed to him?*: “1? will 
Raise you** to the sky, so bequeath to your®* son** Kharqaseel**”. He** did so. Kharqaseel 


stood with the bequest of Akhnoukh. When the expiry presented to him**, he** bequeathed 
to his?* son Noah*$ and submitted the box to him*. 
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The box did not cease to be with Noah* until he®’ carried it with him® in his?* ship. When 
the expiry presented to him*, he** bequeathed to his** son** Saam**%5, and submitted the 
box to him*s and the entirety of what was in it’’.3>4 
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‘From Abu Ja’far#“s having said: ‘Adam?> sent his®> son®* to Jibraeel®> and said: ‘Say to him**: 
‘My?’ father®s is saying to you*s to feed me*s from an olive from the olives which are in such 
and such a place from the Paradise’. 
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Jibraeel*® met him*> and said to him**: ‘Return to yours father*> for he®S has passed away, 
and we have been Commanded with his** funeral preparations and the Salat upon him?”. 
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Hess said: ‘When they had prepared him®S, Jibraeel*> said: ‘Proceed, O Hibtullah®* and pray 
Salat upon your?*s father®’. Proceed and exclaim seventy-five Takbeers upon him**“S, seventy 
as a merit for Adam** and five for the Sunnah’. 
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Hes said: ‘And Adam*> did not cease to worship Allah?™ at Makkah until when He?™ 
Wanted to Cause him* to expire, Sent Angels to him?* having a pyre with them and scents 


for embalming, and a shroud from the Paradise. When Hawwa®’ saw the Angels, she** went 
to intervene between him* and them. 
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Adam*> said to her: ‘Leave in between my?* and the messengers of my*> Lord?™l’ Hes 
expired, and they washed him*> with the lote, and the water, then laid him? in hiss grave. 
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And hes said: ‘This is a Sunnah of hiss children from after him?. His?’ age since Allah?™ 


Created him** until he’ expired was nine hundred and thirty six years, and was buried at 
Makkah, and between Adam* and Noahs were a thousand and five hundred years’”’.*°> 
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‘From Abu Abdullah*s“s having said: ‘Adam®*> expired and thirty Takbeers were exclaimed 
upon him?*s, and twenty-five were raised. The Sunnah remained upon us of five, and Rasool- 
Allah’? had exclaimed upon the people of (battle of) Bad, seven, and five’’.?°® 
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‘From Abu Abdullah?’ having said: ‘Allah? Blessed and Exalted Revealed to Noah* while 
he** was in the ship that he** should perform Tawaaf of the House of seven circuits. So, he* 
did the Tawaaf of the House with seven circuits just as Allah?™ Blessed and Exalted had 
Revealed to him*”. 
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Then hes descended in the water to his** knees and brought out a box wherein were bones 
of Adam*S, and carried the box in the inside of the ship until it had circled the House for as 
long as Allah?™ Desired to circle. 
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Then it arrived at the door of Al-Kufa in the middle of its Masjid, and therein Allah?™ Said to 
the earth: “Swallow your water!” It swallowed its water from Masjid Al-Kufa just as the 


water had begun from its Masjid, and the entirety of the ones who were with Noah® in the 
ship dispersed. Noah took the box and buried it in Al-Ghary” .3°8 
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‘From Al-Sadiq?™’, from his**“> forefathers**“s having said: ‘The ProphetS?™™” said: ‘Adam*s, 
father*> of the humans lived for nine hundred and thirty years’’.3°? 
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CHAPTER 9 — STORY OF IDREES* 
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The Verses — (Surah) Maryam?*:: And mention Idrees in the Book. He was truthful, a Prophet 
[19:56] And We Elevated him to a high place [19:57] 
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(Surah) Al Anbiya: And Ismail, and Idrees and Zalkifl; all were from the patient ones [21:85] 


And We Included them into Our Mercy. They were from the righteous ones [21:86] 
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‘From Abu Ja’far Muhammad?’ Bin Ali Al-Baqgir®*“S having said: ‘The beginning of the 
Prophet-hood of Idrees*s, in his*S era there was a tyrannous king, and he had gone out one 
day in one of his trips. He passed by a green land to a Momin servant from the Rafizis 
(Rejecters), and it fascinated him. He asked his ministers, ‘Who is this land for?’’ They said, 
‘To a servant from servants of the king, so and so Rafizi’. 
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He called for him and said to him, ‘Let me enjoy this land of yours’. He said to him, ‘My 
dependants are needier to it than you are’. He said, ‘Specify to me its price for you’. He said, 
‘Neither will | let you enjoy it nor specify for you, leave its mention from you’. The king was 
angered at that and excused and left to go to his people, and he was gloomy, thoughtful 
regarding his matter; and there was a wife for him from the Al-Azragqa (tribe) and there were 
reverering her, consulting her in the affairs when they descended with him®.. 
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When he sat in his gathering he sent for her to consult her in the matter of the owner of the 
land. She came out to him and saw the anger in his face. She said to him, ‘O you king! What 
is that which has disturbed you until the anger appeared in your face before your deed?’ He 
informed her of the news of the land and what was from his words to its owner, and from 
the words of its owner to him. 
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She said, ‘O you king! He becomes gloomy and excuses, the one who has no ability upon the 
change and the revenge, and that you disliked to kill him without a proof. Surely, it would 
suffice you of his matter that his land would come to be in your hands with an argument for 
you with regards to it, as the excuse in the presence of the people of your kingdom’.

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Allah? became Wrathful for the Momin during that and Revealed to Idrees’: “Go to My?™ 
servant, this tyrant, and say to him: ‘Are you not pleased that you killed My?™ servant, the 
Momin, unjustly until you obtained his land purely for you and his dependants were needier 
from after him and made them hungry? But, by My?™ Might! I? shall Take revenge for him 
from you in the future, and destroy your kingdom in the near term, and ruin your city, and 
disgrace your honour and the dogs will feed on the flash of your wife, for you have been 
deceived by My?™ Forbearance from you!” 
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Idrees*> came to him with the Message of his?* Lord? while he was in his gathering and his 
companions were around him, and he®> said: ‘O you tyrant! I?> am a Messenger® of Allah?™ 
to you all and He®™ is saying to you: “Are you not pleased that you killed My?™ servant, the 
Momin, unjustly until you obtained his land purely for you, and his dependants are needier 
from after him, and hungrier? By My?™ Mighty, I? shall Take revenge for him from you in 
the future, and shall destroy your kingdom in the near term, and ruin your city, and disgrace 
your honour, and the dogs will feed on the flesh of your wife!” 
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The tyrant said, ‘Get out from me, O Idrees*s! You will never precede me with yourself*”. 
Then he sent a message to his wife and informed her with what Idrees*® had come with. She 
said, ‘Don’t let it terrify you, the Message of the God®™ of Idrees®®. | am sending to him 
someone who will kill him?’ and invalidate the Message of his?* God?™ and everything what 
he®> has come with’. He said, ‘Let him do that’. 
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And for Idrees** there were companions from the Momineen — the rejecters (of false gods), 
gathering to him in a gathering of his** and be comforted with him®* and he** being 
comforted with them. 
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Idrees*® informed them with what would be happening from the Revelation of Allah?™ 
Mighty and Majestic to him?> and His?™ Message to the tyrant, and what had been 
delivered of the Message of Allah?™ to the tyrant. 
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They feared upon Idrees** and his** companions and feared of the killing upon him*’, and the 
wife of the king sent forty men from the Al-Azraqa to Idrees* in order to kill him’, and they 
came to him*S in his** gathering which his** companions had gathered to him* in it, but they 
did not find him*.. So, they left, and the companions of Idrees** had seen them, and they felt 
that they had come to kill him**, and they dispersed to seek him.

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Idrees*> isolated from the town from that day and with him®> were a number of his*s 
companions. When it was the pre-dawn, Idrees®> whispered to his?® Lord? and said: ‘O 
Lord?! You22% Sent mes to a tyrant and |?° delivered Your? Message, and this tyrant 
threatened me® with the killing, but he will kill me** and win over me*”’. 
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Allah?) Revealed to him*s: “Keep away from him and go out from his town and Leave Me™ 
and him, for by My?™ Mighty, I? will Implement My? Command regarding him, and will 
Ratify your words regarding him and what |?™ Sent you?’ with to him”. 
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Idrees®® said: ‘O Lord?! There is a need for me?”. Allah?™ Said: “Ask it, |? shall Grant it”.

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Idrees* informed his? companions with what hes has asked Allah?™ Mighty and Majestic 
from the withholding of the rain from them, and with what Allah? had Revealed to him?s 
and Promised him?’: ‘He? will not rain the sky upon them until 1?° ask Him?™ of that, 
therefore go out, O you Momineen, from this town to another from the towns!’ 
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They went out from it and their number on that day was of twenty men. They dispersed in 
the two, and the news of Idrees®® spread out in the two with what he?’ had asked Allah?™ 
the Exalted; and Idrees** isolated to a cave in the tall mountain and sheltered to it, and 
Allah? Mighty and Majestic Allocated an Angel with him?> to come to him?’ and feed him?s 
during every evening, and he*s was Fasting by the day. 
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The Angel kept coming to him?’ with his? meal during every evening, and Allah? Mighty 
and Majestic Destroyed the tyrant king during that and Killed him and Ruined his city and 
the dogs ate the flesh of his wife, in Wrath for the Momin, and another tyrant appeared in 


the city, stubborn. So, they remained with that after the exit of Idrees** from the town for 
twenty years, and the sky did not rain with a drop of its water upon them.
